A TRIP TO KOREA. 
LFROM “'N. C. DAILY NEW! 
It was in somowhst mora than wu 
*| tled times for the newly awakenod Hermit King- 
dom that-the steamship Ashington, Captain Hep- 
worth, started on the. 28th September from 
Shanghai on her first voyage to Koren, carrying 
to Chemulpo the heavy mint mahinory. for tho 
establishment of a olvilized system of ourroncy in 
tho capital, and to Yuonsan a cargo of rice, borne 
under the first British morchont flag which has 
floated into tho harbour of tho eastern port of 
Korea since it was oponod to trado some two and 
half years ago. The Russian stare, the partial 
oclipsoof the Korean King’s distinguished foreign 
advisor, Horr von Mollondorff, the sudden at- 
tempt on the part of China to reinforoe her an- 
sient rights as snzersin of the country, and the 
expeoted raturn of theanctoriona Prince who is 
believed to have been mainly responsible for tha 
maseacres of 1832, all attracted an unusual amount 
| of interest to the little poainsula, Howovor, only 
three passongors took advantage of the capital 
opportunity afforded by the trip of the Ashing- 
ton to obinin a glimpse or two on both coasts of 
tho conntry. = 
The steamer loft Shanghai soon-aftor midday 
on Monday, the 28th Septembor, and towards 
dusk on the following day Ross Istond, off the 
south-west corner of the peninsala, was sighted. 
Ewom noon onthe 30th till dusk the course lay 
amidst an archipelago of small islands, looking 
somewhat Dloak, x0 signs of cultivation, cither 
on tha main land or the isleads, being visible 
from the sea. Having anchored for the night, 
wo entered tha harbour of Chomulpo early on 
the morning of the Ist October, and found it 
lively with British, American, Chinose and Ja- 
panoso mon-of-war., The port id very prettily 
situated, verdure.clad, hills. arising on sither side 
of it, with distant peaks of groator altitude in 
the background, and a'fiae harbour spreading in 
front of it, dirided by @ couple of islands joined 
b  ~" yn which stretches high and dry 
1c* gw water, The inner harbour, fit only for 
vossola of vory little draft, was occupied solaly 
by an old Japanese junk, while in tha ontar water 
.| Jay the men-of-war, among them the Marion, the 
Banjo,and tho Chinese Armstrong craiser Fang- 
ici with 8 small Japanese merchant steamer. 
Tho barbour-master’s boat was soon alongside, 
aa" taking advantage of this opportunity, wa got 
agora, The oraw of fiva Koreans put their 
Vaeks into their work and rowed well; but our 
first oxperience of their conntrymen was that 
they wore a leisurely poople, wol isfiod with 
their lot in'life, and by no moans disposed to ins 
jure themsalves by over exertion. Althongh 
there wera gonorally several sampans of a very 
rough typs bauging round the promontory of 
rough stones’ which door duty fora je 
found it no oasy mattor at any timo to 
boatman, even for good pay, to yuloh ug to the 
outer harbour.

This turned out, to our 
mortification, to ba the genuine half-wav hoase; 
and into the hostelry, where jndifforent accom- 
modatian for man and beast waa jumbled iy ono, 
ur atoods were conducted while their dinner was 
cooked over a fire of dried grass. Hera wo re- 
mained for a good hour, and appeared likely to 
renmiain for the rest of the day, had we not for- 
tunately obtained the friondly assistance of an 
Enflish-and-Kotean-speaking Japanese, through 
whose interprotation wo were ‘anabled to hurry 
up our mafoos with a promise of additional pay. 
‘Two hours ot so more of woary plodding brought 
us, after fording a strgam,, to a vast stretch of 
looss suud, through | which the wonrted 
povies bad stragglod. but a short distanca 
when two of them’ utretched themselvas at - 
‘fall lougth and rolled comfortably over, con- 
siderably disconcerting their riders. Wo took 
the hint and got out aud walked, till’ acothor, 
yrido stream to be forded compelled us to mount 
again, In the distance, beyond the sand, wo 
could soo along line of junk-masts whioh told 
ta wa ware at last approaching the river; and 
on the hills immediately beyond, a large clustor 
of hats buoyed us up with the false hopo that 
tho.suburbs of tho capital wore at length within 
sight. This, howaver, turned out tobe the little 
river port of Mok-po—a good hour’s jouraoy 
from Seoul at our rate of progréss. It was horo, 
on this stretch of sand, that logs than twenty 
years ago, Bishop Bernoux and throa other 
French: missionaries wore put to death with the 
moat horrible tortares by command of tho very 
Prince whose arrival wus now daily expected 
from Chiaa—the Dai Yn Kun. 
“Arrived at the river, we fonnd a large ferry- 
hot all eady to receive ua. It already contnin- 
ed some two dozen Koreans, mostly with heavy 
packs on their packs, anda fine large bull; but . 
we managed to, find space for our three ponies, 
our mafoos and ourselves, snd the whole misecl-. 
lanoous cargo was soon yalohed noross. On 
lending we came across a somewhot novel sight. 
The bamboo, slung across the shoulder, iy un- 
Jenown in Korea for carrying weights; evarything 
is carried on the back.” The pack on which tho 
burdon is’rested in asimple device formed pri 
alty of two long naturally forked pieces of wood, _ 
fastened at right angles to one another,ao that 
whon this framework is strapped on the back two 
branches of the fork stick ont nearly at right 
angle mig and form a couveniant '-7¢¢ 
on which to uuposit the ‘bundle. ‘Ou: ar 
fellow passongars on the forrrboat was provided 
with a pack of this kind on whiob rested a fine 
fat pig, with his back towards the groand, and 
his fest tied togather and pointing towurds the 
heavens, Tho Ivishman dozbtless considers him- 
self saperior in civilization to the Koroan; but 
Paddy, though bis di ficulties in gotting the pig 
home from markot are proverbial, navar yet rose 
to the subline stroke of genius of strapping the 
animal to his ack, Someof uswors provoked to- 
laughter atthe sight; but the mentor of the party .

dable rival to Chefoo as.a summer health-reaort 
for Shunjrhai residents, Its sole natural diaw- 
back is the extraordinary riso ond fall of the 
tide—-something like thirty to thirty-five feot— 
whioh loaves agroat waste of moldy sand stretoh- 
g along the little bay at low water.
